Lanier’s study of “The Science of English 
Verse,” a book for poets as well as by one. 
There will be a paper-covered edition of Mr. 
Stockton’s uproariously funny “ Rudder Grange” 
for summer reading ; and a“ knapsack edition,” 
in enamelled cloth, of the admirable little man- 
ual, ‘‘ How to Camp Out.” 


HouGHTon, MirrLtin & Co. will publish 
shortly, in addition to Mr. Lodge’s selection of 
‘* Ballads and Lyrics” mentioned last week, a 
little volume of *“* Adirondack Stories,” describ- 
ing real life (not summer-tourist or romantic 
life) in the Adirondack wilderness, by P. De- 
ming.

ROBERTS BROTHERS will publish about the 
2oth, “‘ The Diary and Letters of Frances Bur- 
ney (Madam D’Arblay),” revised and edited by 
Sarah C. Woolsey, who lately edited “ Mrs. 
Delany’s Autobiography and Correspondence” 
so acceptably. This edition will contain all the 
valuable portions of Fanny Burney’s “ Diary,” 
originally published nearly thirty years ago in 
seven volumes, and is likely to be as popular 
now as then.

THE PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE 
TARIFF. 

THE sub-committee of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, which was appointed to 
settle the differences in the main committee 
and report a satisfactory bill, has reported to 
the latter a bill making very general changes, 
which at this late day in the session is equally 
a surprise to free-traders and to protectionists. 
The proposed reductions on imports in which 
the book trade is concerned are: books and 
other printed matter, engravings, maps, charts, 
etc. (now 25 per cent), free; type and type- 
metal (now 25 per cent), free; paper (now 25 
and 20 per cent), I5 percent; manufactures of 
paper (now 35 per cent), 25 per cent; wood- 
pulp (now construed at 20 per cent), 10 per 


cent; jute butts, $3 per ton (now $6 per ton), 


and all other fibres and fibrous materials for the 
manufacture of paper, $10 per ton (now free).* 
These reductions, it is said, are likely to be 
reported favorably to the House, although 
doubt is expressed whether a bill making such 
sweeping changes (as throughout schedule L., 
woollen goods) can be passed at this time in the 
session. It is understood that Mr. Wood will 
endeavor to have wood-pulp put on the free- 
list, where it undoubtedly belongs, and that a 
free-trade Republican member of the House 
will challenge the votes of the two wood-pulp 
manufacturers who are members, should they 
undertake to cast their votes in favor of the 
monopoly in which they are personally inter- 
ested. There seems to be a decided negro in 
the wood pile in the proposed duty of $10 per 
ton on ‘‘ other fibres,” which we find, however, 
reported in but one paper, and which may be 
a mistake, 

There is a fatal objection to this bill so far as 


tee itself has modified the bill so as to place “type (new) 
and type-metal” at ten percent. The paper duty has not 
‘yet come up in the main committee. 
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the book trade is concerned, which will be 
pressed alike by protectionists and by revenue 
reformers. It is a first principle of revenue 
reform, as well as a cardinal necessity in pro- 
tection, that duties on raw material should not 
be higher than on the manufactured product. 
The advocates of tariff reduction have again 
and again declared their belief that a change 
should begin at the beginning—at the bottom 
and not at the top. Otherwise, instead of the 
American and the foreign manufacturer being 
on an equality, the latter is given the ad- 
vantage, and the former must compete on un- 
even terms of buying taxed instead of untaxed 
material. 

A considerable part of the trade—and not only 
in Philadelphia—believe in a protective duty 
on books ; others are willing to see books made 
free, on just terms. All will oppose the pres- 
ent proposal. If books are to be free, not only 
should type and type-metal be free, but stereo- 
type plates (now 25 per cent); paper (now 25 
and 20, and proposed to be reduced to 10); 
wood-pulp (now 20 per cent, proposed Io), and 
the chemical components of paper, now slightly 
taxed (soda ash, } cent per pound, alums, 
cent per pound); ink (now 35 per cent); and 
binder’s goods, cloth (35-40 per cent); boards 
(35 per cent); thread (40 per cent), and glue (20 
per cent). If all these are put on the free-list, 
book manufacturers in this country (including 
the trades that furnish the material of books), 
can compete with English manufacturers on 
equal terms; not otherwise. 

A movement is already on foot to bring the 
views of the trade to the attention of the proper 
authorities, which is likely to have genera 
support. 





WE referred some time since to an important 
case pending in the Custom House, whose de- 
cision would have a weighty bearing on the val- 
uation of imported books. It was claimed that 
the invoice of Messrs. Chas. Scribner’s Sons, 
entering the sheets of the subscription edition 
of the ‘‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,” was below 
the market value of thé goods abroad, and the 
sheets were detained in the Custom-House for 
an appraisement. The question involved was 
the “ market value” of an edition sold for Amer- 
ica, and for which there was no direct equiva- 
lent in the home market. Mr. Randolph sat as 
merchant appraiser with Gen. Ketchum, the 
general appraiser, and testimony was taken. 
Mr. C. Black, of the Edinburgh firm, came over 
to give his testimony, in response to a cable 
request, so that there might be the fullest in- 
formation on the subject. The result was the 
passing of the goods at the invoice rate—a 
decision which would seem to settle the prin-

He is now settled in his 
new store at 770 Broadway, corner of Ninth 
Street, that formerly occupied by A. D. F. Ran- 
dolph & Co. Since their occupation of it, the 
store has been narrowed at the front by a stair- 
case leading from the Broadway front, but has 
been lengthened. correspondingly at the back, 
and the basement accommodations have been

increased. The store itself has fine show win-

Mr. Worthington isto be congratulated 
both on the better opportunities for displaying 
his excellent retail stock, of which Mr. Pars 
and Mr. Richmond are especially in command, 
and on the increased facilities for his publish- 
ing business.
